Methods of Canadian Indians in Trav- 
ersing Forests. 

A Canadian Indian, states a contet- 
porary, never loses his way fn the 
woods, being always able to find his 
foad over a route once followed by 
him and also to penetrate forests that 
he has never seen if only another In- 
dian shows him the genera! course in 
a rough draft on a piece of bark.

Alfred Pearse, the celebrated Eng- 
lish black: nd-white artist, has pro 
ably executed us many drawings as 
any other living artist. He has bad 
over 7,000 published. He has without 
doubt met with more accidents than 
any one of them. In his earliest in- 
fancy, when he was being taken actoss 
the Channel by steamer, a sudden 
lurch jerked him out of his nurse’s 
arms and sent him flying over the vesa- 
sel’s side. It was only the lucky in- 
tervention of a passenger, who caught 
him, that saved him from a watery 
grave. At the age of seven he was 
actually certified as dead by a doctor, 
whose verdict he disputed by an ex- 
traordinary recovery, and as a youth 
he had a narrow escape from an infur- 
iated bull in Chilham Park.

A PAOMINENT WRITER, 


The Late Senator Bernier Contributed’ 


Much to French Literature. 


By the death of Senator Bernier, in 
8t. Boniface, Man., recently, Canada, 
especially French-Canada, loses one 
of its most illustrious sons. He was 
considered one of the best writers 
Canada has produced and it is be- 
lieved his works will jo bt hold a 
prominent place in French literature. 


The late Hon. Thomas Alfred Ber- 
nier was born at St. George de Hanry- 


LATE SENATOR BERNIEI. 
ville, Iberville, Quebec, Aug. 15, 1844, 


and was educated at the college of 
St. Hyacinthe. He began life as a 
barrister and entero became a 
journalist, in which field he achieved 
great prominence, not only for his 
able and forceful presentation of his 
opinions but for hia masterly literary 
style. For some time he edited the 
Courier de St. Hyacinthe in the in- 
terests of the Conservative party. 

Mr. Bernier moved to Manitoba in 
1880 and the following year was ap- 

inted French superintendent of pub- 
Iie instruction, which position he held 
until 1890, when it was abolished by 
the statute which revised the Mani- 
toba school question. In 1887 he pub- 
lished a booklet entitled Manitoba, 
Champ d’ Immigration, the object of 
which was to promote western coloni- 
zation among French-Canadians,
